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In 1922, two identical 
covered bridges were built 
within 3/4 mile of each 
other.One of the “twin” bridges 
spanned Yankee Creek, the 
other crossed Antelope Creek 
(Yankee Creek runs into Ante- 
lope Creek). 

The two bridges were 
built by two brothers, Lyal and 
Westley Hartman sons of leg- 
endary Jackson County barn 
and bridge builder, Jason Hart- 
man. Mr. Hartman arrived in 
Jacksonville in the 1880's from 
Ohio. Mr. Hartman began build- 
ing bridges right away and al- 
though he did not draw up 
plans, he built most of the cov- 
ered bridges in the county. 

In the early days of 
bridge building, trees were cut 
and hand-hewn near the con- 
struction site. Horse and wagon 
was used to haul timber and 
supplies. A giant “hammer” was 
horse-operated to drive the pil- 
ings into the ground. A large 
wheel wrench was used to 
tighten the nuts on the large 
steel rods. This job of turning 
the wrench took four or five men 
to do. The sockets in the center 
were changed to fit the nuts. 

The Antelope Creek and 
Yankee Creek bridges were 
built 16’ wide by 44’ 7” long. 
They had “Oueenpost’ trusses. 
The Yankee Creek bridge was 
rebuilt in 1937 and repaired in 
1944, 1954, and 1955. The 
rounded front opening which 
matched the Antelope Creek 
Bridge was angle cut when it 

was re-built in 1937. This 
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changed the identical look of 
the two bridges forever. 

The bridges were big 
enough to accommodate horse, 
wagon and Model T’s. How- 
ever, with the passing of time, 
their small size could no longer 
handle the traffic load of mod- 
ern times. 

In 1969, Antelope Creek 
Bridge was bypassed when the 
county built a concrete bridge a 
few yards south of it. 

The Antelope covered 
Bridge fell to ruin, but it was not 
entirely forgotten. 

The Yankee Creek Cov- 
ered Bridge was condemned 
because its small load limit pro- 
hibited large vehicles such as 
busses and garbage trucks to 
pass over. 

The Antelope Bridge sat 
silent with just the howling wind 
and an occasional rabbit pass- 
ing through. Who would have 
guessed the controversy these 
quiet bridges would bring the 
next 16 years? 

Antelope Creek runs 
northwest and joins Little Butte 
Creek which continues west 
about two miles to empty into 
the Rogue River. It was in July 
1860, when an 80’ by 16’ wide 
bridge was completed on Little 
Butte Creek (near the present 
bridge located on Hwy. 62). 
The road at that time followed 
the north bank of the creek. In 
December, 1861, all bridges on 
Little Butte Creek washed 
away. James Fryer built a new 
bridge “crossing Little Butte 
Creek between Nick A. Young 


& Westgate Store’. It was com- 
pleted November 9, 1864. 

In 1871, a road was built 
on the south side of the creek 
(now south Shasta) and a 
bridge was built by Isaac 
Skeeters to cross at Peter Si- 
mons (end of Loto Street). In 
September 1880, Ed Smith 
built a new covered bridge at 
this site. During the bad winter 
and heavy snows of 1890, the 
roof of the bridge gave way. 

The old bridge served 
the community until it fell to ruin 
in the 1930’s. A wooden bridge 
was built a stone’s throw up- 
stream. In 1947, the concrete 
William Perry bridge was built. 
At one time, there were five 
swinging foot bridges across 
Little Butte Creek, but as these 
bridges disappeared, they were 
not replaced and the only way 
to get across the creek was to 
walk the narrow sidewalk built 
on the bridge. As the commu- 
nity grew, a problem developed 
when the children had to com- 
pete with the traffic to get to 
school. 

The Fate of the Yankee Creek 

Covered Bridge 

Yankee Creek Road is 
an old road mentioned in the 
commissioners journals of 
1873. The Yankee Creek 
Bridge was built in 1922, re- 
paired in 1937 and a new shin- 
gle roof was put on October 25, 
1944. In 1973, a decision to 
take the bridge down and build 
a new one was made. The lay- 
out of the old road would not 
allow the bridge to be bypassed

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as the Antelope Bridge had 
been. And the only solution was 
to tear it down. 

Although the meetings re- 
garding the destruction of the 
Yankee Creek Bridge, were open 
to the public, no one seemed to 
know anything about it until it 
was too late. In April 1974, the 
county dismantled the bridge and 
burned it. There was a public out- 
cry as to the losing of another 
covered bridge. 

Two miles northeast of the 
Antelope & Yankee covered 
bridges, on Riley Road, was an- 
other covered bridge that 
crossed Antelope Creek. Origi- 
nally, this bridge sat near the 
mouth of Little Butte. It was built 
by Jason Hartman around 1908. 
In 1921, this bridge was moved 
to Riley Road. In 1959, it was 
replaced by a concrete bridge. 
The taking down of this covered 
bridge passed without incident. 

In 1980, an idea devel- 
oped in the mind of Eagle Point 
resident, Ken Oswald, to move 
the old Antelope Covered bridge 
to Eagle Point to be used as a 
foot bridge across Little Butte 
Creek. The idea was kicked 
around, but the plan fizzled and 
another ‘push’ to have the bridge 
moved came to light in 1983, 
then again in 1986. With the 
community alerted to the ideas 
and with several citizens groups 
“fired up”, the idea blossomed. 
However, there would be many 
hurdles to clear before action 
could result. 

Little problems and con- 
cerns developed such as: owner- 
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ship of the bridge, funding and 
land title of the ground the 
bridge would be moved to. Part 
of the Antelope Bridge sat on 
Julene and Murphy Clark's land. 
They were willing to give their 
half to the historical society or 
the city. However, the county 
claimed ownership to the bridge. 
They said even though a survey 
error might have been made 
years ago, the bridge still be- 
longed to the county. 

It took seven years to win 
the battle of moving the bridge. 
A request for county historical 
funds from the Southern Oregon 
Historical Society became a 
concern. Up to this time, the 
SOHS received most all the 
county historical money. Apply- 
ing for this money actually 
brought to light a realization that 
the county money needed to be 
split more evenly between other 
qualified societies and historical 
agencies than just SOHS. 

The Eagle Point commu- 
nity and nearby citizens banned 
together and had several fund 
raising events including: Bar-B- 
Q, Fun Run, Walk-A-Thon, raf- 
fles, booths and they collected 
money from commercial and pri- 
vate donations. The Dahack 
family donated the land for the 
west bridge approaches to the 
Eagle Point Historical Society. 

On Sunday, August 30, 
1987 the bridge was moved to 
Little Butte Creek. It was com- 
pleted, opened to foot traffic and 
dedicated December 5, 1987. 

Modifying The Design 
To provide viewing both 


inside and outside the bridge, 
six arched portals were cut in 
the sides. Although, the His- 
toric Preservation Office had 
been consulted before the 
windows were cut, the bridge 
was taken off the Historic Reg- 
ister. The reason being the 
window openings were too big 
and “that the arched pattern of 
the openings does not match 
any other traditional bridge 
opening design in Oregon.” 
Many people wanted to board 
up the windows, but it was de- 
cided to keep them even 
though the bridge would not 
be on the Historical Register. 

The bridge has fulfilled 
its purpose as a safe pedes- 
trian walkway for the school 
children, however, not without 
problems.Some students have 
been caught smoking inside 
the bridge and complaints 
were received at city hall that 
certain students were insulting 
visitors who came to town to 
view the bridge. 

A volunteer parent pa- 
trol was set up to supervise 
students during schoo! hours 
when they were using the 
bridge. This system worked 
well. 

No major problem hap- 
pened to bring attention to the 
Antelope Bridge until 1995 
when the town woke up to find 
the bridge had been white 
washed. No one seemed to 
have much information who 
had given anyone the author- 
ity to put anything on the 
bridge.

ity to put anything on the bridge. 

The townsfolk wrote let- 
ters to the local newspaper and 
called the city hall in protest of 
the white wash on the bridge. 
The city explained some of the 
boards were rotting and there 
was an insect problem. The 
bridge was fumigated and a pro- 
tective sealer was put on the 
outside. The community was 
asked to vote on the paint color. 
They decided on white. 

The Eagle Point Museum 
has some old photos of the 
bridge before it was moved and 
it had a whitewash on it at one 
time. 

The Antelope Covered 
Bridge is located in the Histori- 
cal District of Eagle Point along 
with the Eagle Point Museum 
(the old Long Mountain School 
built in 1925) and the Buite 
Creek Mill (built in 1872) and 
some of the older residences. 
The Historic District is of major 
benefit for the recognition of our 
pioneer past. And the country 
charm of the Antelope Covered 
Bridge fits in with this history. 

The community is grow- 
ing and during the school year 
the covered bridge is overflow- 
ing with children. The added 
traffic has caused long delays 
across the auto bridge during 
peak hours. 

Maybe the time is ripe for 
another bridge to span the 
creek. The city still owns the 
right-of-way where the old cov- 
ered bridge sat in 1871. A per- 
fect spot for another bridge? 


Twin Covered Bridges, Antelope & Yankee 
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Have you ever heard of Rolling Rock, Eagle Point, Oregon? The museum has a post card hand written from Rolling 


Rock, Oregon February 16, 1910. It isa real rock located on the Brownsboro-Eagle Point Highway, 2 miles east of Eagle 
Point, just beyond the Brophy Road turn off, on the left side of the hill. This large rock sits near the edge of the road and 
looks like it is about to roll onto the road.
